United 
States district court judge lifted injunction 
barring further use of federal funds and dis- 
placement of residents for San Francisco's 
Western Addition II urban renewal project, 249. 


Connecticut. Connecticut State Board of Labor 
Relations decided that freedom to bargain col- 
lectively as contemplated by Connecticut law 
does not apply to local housing authorities be- 
cause of supervision of labor conditions ex- 
ercised by Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, 362. 


Georgia. Supreme court of Georgia overruled 
lower court in holding constitutional two 
Georgia statutes requiring tenant in eviction 
proceeding to put up bond for sum of damages 
landlord will be entitled to if successful in 
suit and to pay as damages double amount of 
holdover rent, 624. 


Illinois. District court has found that tenant 
assignment and site selection policies of 
Chicago housing authority have violated con- 
stitutional right of Negro tenants and appli- 
cants, 86. United States district court has 
held that procedures used by Chicago housing 
authority for assigning tenants to low-rent 
housing projects and for selecting sites for 
new projects have perpetuated existing patterns 
of racial segregation in city and are, therefore, 
in violation of 14th Amendment to Constitution, 
249. United States district court for northern 
district of Illinois permanently enjoined Chi- 
cago Housing Authority from racial discrimi- 
nation in operation of its public housing sys- 
tem, 361. 


Louisiana. United States district court in New 
Orleans permanently enjoined Housing Authority 
of New Orleans "from evicting (for reasons 
other than non-payment of rent) any tenants 
from public housing project of HANO without: 
(a) giving prior written notice of reasons for 
eviction and (b) giving tenant fair opportunity 

to contest decision to terminate lease," 361. 
United States district court ordered Depart- 














ment of Housing and Urban Development and 
Bogalusa, Louisiana housing authority to stop 
construction on Bogalusa public housing proj- 
ect on the grounds that racial discrimination 
had governed the selection of project's site, 
491. 


Michigan, Supreme court of Michigan decided 
that housing commission's construction of mul- 
tiple dwelling building authorized by state law 
was not subject to zoning ordinance prohibit- 
ing such construction, 362. District court held 
that revocation of zoning change by referendum 
would constitute racial discrimination and 
therefore prohibited election under Civil Rights 
Acts of 1866 and 1964, the Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth Amendments, and the Constitution's 
supremacy clause, which provides that when 
state law is in conflict with federal law, fed- 
eral law prevails, 491, United States district 
court for eastern district of Michigan, southern 
division, enjoined the city of Hamtramck, from 
proceeding further with city's Wyandotte re- 
newal project until city was able to develop re- 
location plan in accordance with regulations 

of HUD, 623. 


Nebraska. Supreme court of Nebraska has 
held that lawful convenants restricting use of 
land to single-family use and binding upon suc- 
cessors on title, require housing authority 
condemning such land for multi-family use to 
compensate adjacent property owners for 
damages, 625. 


New Jersey. Supreme court held that local 
statutes to control "blockbusting" are valid 
exercise of police power of municipality, 492. 


New York. District court held that housing 
authority must employ reasonable and con- 
sistent system of selecting non-preference 
candidates for low-income housing, 84. Dis- 
trict court decided that publicly-assisted but 
privately-operated apartment complex could 
not refuse to rent to applicants solely because 
they were welfare recipients, 491. Court of 
appeals has ruled that municipality does not 
have to compensate public utility company 
that is forced by urban renewal and school 
construction project to remove and relocate 
subsurface pipes and mains, 492. United 
States district court of southern district of 
New York held that judicial enforcement of 
tenant's eviction by landlord in retaliation for 
tenant organizing other tenants to complain of 
housing code violations is unconstitutional 
under 14th Amendment, 624. 


North Carolina. Supreme court ruled that 
property of redevelopment commission is ex- 
empt from local taxes even when it is used 
for private purposes, as long as dominant use 
of property is public, 492. 


Pennsylvania. District court halts urban re- 
newal funds in Philadelphia until Secretary of 
HUD has complied with court order to allow 
residents to submit their arguments concern- 
ing availability of relocation housing, 35. 


Tennessee. State court of appeals of Tennes- 
see, middle section, held that public housing 
authority had acted arbitrarily and capriciously 
in seeking to evict black welfare recipient and 
her children without giving her opportunity to 
answer charges of misconduct, 623. 


Texas. United States district court denied 
tenants of San Antonio public housing applica- 
tion for preliminary injunction but decided to 
retain jurisdiction of case and to "stay further 
proceedings herein pending final decision by 
state courts on issues involved in forceable 
entry and detainer actions now pending," 361. 


United States Supreme Court. Held that hous- 
ing authorities of federally-assisted public 
housing projects must apply February 7, 1967, 
HUD circular before evicting any tenant still 
residing in such project on date of decision, 
35. Held that landlord could not enforce lease 
contract because at time it was written, prop- 
erty had housing code defects, 35. 





Virginia. District court reaffirmed position 


that allegation of discrimination resulting from 


urban renewal is insufficient to warrant judi- 
cal interference with public taking of property 


necessary to conduct urban renewal program, 83. 


Washington, D.C. Court of appeals held that 
landlord could not enforce lease or legally 
compel tenant to pay back rent on apartment 
because of existence of housing code violation 
at time lease was executed, 81. Court of 


general sessions held that if landlord has knowl- 


edge that defects in his property are in viola- 
tion of housing code at time lease is signed, 
then that lease is void and tenant is entitled to 
withhold rent, 81. Court of appeals ruled that 
housing code violations that come into existence 
after creation of tenancy do not void lease 

and that housing code regulations do not im- 


pose contractual duty to repair outside express 


terms of lease, 82. Court of general sessions 
held that landlord must be given "reasonable 
time" after notification to repair housing code 
violations in apartment and that such reason- 
able time must be based upon particular cir- 
cumstances rather than "an arbitrary, pre- 
determined rule," 250. Court of appeals held 
that when landlord exercises his right to pos- 
session after forfeiture of lease, he relin- 
quishes his claim for rent between date of 
judgment and end of lease, 250, United States 
district court held that contract obligation to 
rebuild property after fire will be enforced 
even if fire resulted from civil disorder and if 
subsequent tension rendered reconstruction 
difficult, 362, Court of general sessions held 
that landlord may evict tenants in retaliation 


for their having report housing code violations, 
if, at the same time, he is protecting his prop- 


erty from attempted illegal take-over by ten- 
ants, 624,
